bank-robbery 
murder conviction William Gilday 
Jr. even though Gilday, who 
tenced death for the 1970 slaying 
Boston police officer Walter 
Schroeder, produced evidence that the 
prosecutor his case suppressed poten- 
tially exculpatory evidence, evidence con- 
cerning inducements used obtain testi- 
mony from prosecution witness. 
upholding the conviction, the Supreme 
Judicial Court added particular weight 
general concern: that the most alarm- 
ing trend the criminal courts today 
the use prosecutors carrot-and-stick 
measures get witnesses testify 
often without disclosing these carrots and 
sticks, and often with little regard their 
effects the witnesses’ truthfulness. 

difficult tell, from reading the 
record the case, whether Gilday was 
the one who pulled the trigger the gun 
that killed Schroeder. The five-judge 
panel the Supreme Judicial Court that 
heard the case expressed unanimous 
confidence that Gilday did fact it; 
there are disturbing aspects the case 
that may leave some with lingering 
doubt. the issue whether Gilday 
received fair trial, hoever, there must 
less doubt. did not.

Eddy tried again, telling King that the 
advisory board did not support his plan 
and did not wish see adopted the 
Senate. But the effort was futile. King 
reiterated his appreciation for the support 
wasn’t getting, and the meeting turned 
the next topic the agenda. 

Afterward, one member the advis- 
ory board said, not unwilling 
hear what people say, then unable 
hear what people 

Unwilling unable, King failed 
comprehend what had been going all 
around him two years ago. Had been 
more willing more able, might have 
learned much about the cities and towns 
Massachusetts. And might have 
been better prepared interpret accu- 
rately what went last fall, when the 
people voted for 2%. 

rejecting his Draconian zero-per- 
cent spending cap, representatives the 
cities and towns eschewed dramatic 
decline local services. approving 
last fall, the people Massachusetts 
were hardly announcing change 
heart the matter. What more likely 
that voting for 2%, they were request- 
ing rational tax relief without decline 
important local services. obtain such 
end requires help from the state. 
Though King was elected platform 
that promised reduced taxes without 
reduction important services, was 
exactly the kind help that was now re- 
quired that King last month declined 
consider. 

Unfortunately for everyone, King has 
not learned heed the lessons history 
neither those his own history nor 
that the tax revolt that brought him 
office. the months come, King may 
finally learn’ what George Santayana 
meant when wrote about those who 
remember the years be- 
fore Proposition 2%.

Lyndon Johnson was hatching the 
Great Society Washington, the 
state has been taking upon itself more 
and more the duties previously left 
the cities and towns.

This era climaxed 1972. his 
annual budget address the legislature, 
Governor Francis Sargent, the last 
the free spenders, proposed the creation 
state cabinet under which the tangle 
state agencies, departments, and 
divisions could properly aligned and 
coordinated.

This decision resulted the creation

Inevitably, this leads English Leather 
after-shave and other egregious viola-

There deeper level understand- 
ing which all aspire. must 
become one with our books. Their con- 
cerns must become ours. must fade 
their pages do. must grow old and 
weaken our bindings. must not 
above any task, including the balancing 
couches and the preservation leaf 
collections.

There are traffic directors and bank 


directors and art directors, but when hear, 
here’s someone who tells actors what do. And whether 
picture sci-fi movie Shakespeare play, feel 
the director responsible for the finished product, for 
what's right and wrong with it. argue that this 
mistake that has more with our own penchant 
for trusting leaders than with the process that results 
stage film art would be, this point the history 
criticism, large undertaking. rather too-large un- 
dertaking. But reckless, and take that Shake- 
speare play. And, while it, let’s take Sarah Cald- 
well. And let’s Lincoln Center. 

The perverse brilliance; the very least, 
you had admire its audacity: Caldwell, who had never 
done straight play her life, directing Macbeth, which 
considered theater circles disaster-prone, the 
notorious Vivian Beaumont. The perversity obvious. 
The brilliance well, that may take bit explication. 

Richmond Crinkley, the producer who was called 
resurrect theater Lincoln Center, and who put Cald- 
well six-member board artistic directors, felt 
that Macbeth “has such encrustation tradition that 
course, that any classic warhorse) benefits from 
“frontal but, the case Macbeth, the argu- 
ment particularly persuasive. Here, after all, play 
whose performance history the last 100 years has been 
unlucky that superstitious actors, particularly super- 
stitious English actors, never mention its name 
theater. And close look prompts one wonder its 
bad luck results, least part, from its operatic 
elements the melodrama, the lightning-quick charac- 
ter development, the abrupt changes mood. What with 
witches, ghosts, battles, and banquets thrown into the 


it’s surprise that theater people have seldom 


made all work. 
Enter Caldwell, opera director with reputation for 


frontal assault, with sure theatrical instincts and proven 
ability turn even gyms and movie houses into viable 
performance spaces. sounded like quite possibly. bril- 
liant solution the problem Macbeth the Beau- 
mont. Which not say that there risks 
risks Caldwell was aware of. 

Taking some time out from rehearsal, Caldwell ac- 
knowledged that opera, inflection, timing, and 
emotional tone are dictated the music. Without com- 
poser see such things, actor and the director 
haye far more choice and responsibility.” But Cald- 
well seemed singularly undaunted the prospect. 
begin with, she felt had bit practice, having 
twice mounted Verdi’s Macbeth Boston, 1969 and 
1976. used the Shakespeare text almost literally 
many she said. the problems the ac- 
tor playing Macbeth the play and the opera are 
identical.” She also pointed out that there are parallels 
between performing Shakespeare and singing opera 
foreign language: both cases, lot our job 
make things comprehensible.” All all, she was finding 
that “working play and working opera are 
more similar than realized.” 

Caldwell did indeed tackle Macbeth much the same 
way she works her opera productions, even the 
legendary were curbed tough union 
rules. She began immersing herself research tex- 
tual analysis, stage history, criticism; then she met in- 
dividually with the actors, she does with singers, 
discuss the roles; and then she went about the business 
staging each scene. Her studies led her conclude two 
things, and these became the basis for her production: 
first, that Macbeth and Lady Macbeth should young, 
that see how swiftly (ambition) changes 
and second, that she needed only rely the 
ordinary strength and momentum” text. 

Thus, she made plans gussy the production

Thus, Caldwell alerts the difference their 
personalities almost subliminally, before said 
word. one scene after another, Caldwell turns the great 
depth the Beaumont stage which quite literally over- 
whelmed The Philadelphia Story, the first the 
Lincoln Center offerings into asset. 

see Duncan and his retinue feasting the candle- 
lit background his hosts plot his murder far down- 
stage. Later, when Macbeth king, see the banquet- 
ing room from another angle. Instead the usual 
Supper” view, Caldwell gives table perpendicular 
the audience. This helps her pull off the big stage trick 
the evening: ghost, like any self-respecting 
ectoplasm, walks right through it. Lady Macduff pic- 
nics with her children small island light, their 
assassins close from the surrounding darkness. And 
for the sleepwalking scene, Lady Macbeth descends 
spiral staircase stage metaphor that contrasts per- 
with the straight line she walked when first met 

er. 

These felicities, can assume, are born 
long experience getting bodies interesting things 
the way aria. Then, the arias take care them- 
selves. But arias the soliloquies are 
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two cultures, C.P. Snow called 
them: science and art, forever 
odds. Conventional portraits de- 
pict these two camps state war, 
with reason pitched against feeling, 
paintbrushes -and protractors garde. 
Behind one battle line the scientist toils 
his sterile laboratory, tidy test tube 
his white smock and with clip-on slide 
rule and wrist-watch calculator, tapping 
Faustian melody onto his computer key- 
board. sober, steady, devoted 
fact. Across the field combat, the artist 
dreams her cluttered atelier, her once- 
white with paints, ink, 
and oil. She inspired, erratic, devoted 
fancy. What could these two strange 
combatants have common? 

Just about everything, according 
the Human Resource,”

Each unit displays the 
dropped plumage American scien- 
tist, artist, designer notebooks, 
models, photos, and similar artifacts 
along with videotape programs and pull- 
out drawers slides. 
For the most part, the artists hail from the 
avant-garde. find John Cage solemn- 
garnishing piano with spoons, 
clothespins, and toys distort the nor- 
mal tone range and produce what Virgil 
Thomson called ping, qualified 
the earnest Judy Chicago creating 
white gas released into the atmosphere 
and the environment; and 
Jasper Johns, model human crea- 
puckishly turning out sculptures 
dented beer cans. Happily, the world

This library connected terminals that 
allow you punch any information 
you please. you tire this dull 
machine, which reads like the World 
Almanac transferred television 
screen, you can wander over tent 
the back the hall and have some fun 
laser beam off mirrors and 
through prisms: prototype 21st-cen- 
tury billiards. There are, addition, 
number computer terminals scattered 
throughout the show that provide 
puzzles the following sort: 

seconds, how many uses can 
you think for brick? 

artificial rainbow repeating 
colors printed the screen. Can you 
deduce the pattern and fill the missing 
end the spectrum? 

played, pointing up. moving only 
three dots, can you rearrange the design 
that the triangle points down? 

These games while away half-hour 
pleasantly enough; children, who love 
handle computer hardware, will en- 
raptured. Most the problems are about 
complicated game Parcheesi or, 
best, Herald American crossword; 
playing several row moving from 
computer computer produces the same 
mild euphoria available from those books 
rebuses, acrostics, mazes, and similar 
mental gymnastics that people buy bus 
stops airline terminals flip through 
the miles flip by. 

What are make these peda- 
gogical diversions, these booths and 
screens projecting the bright lights 
American creativity? puzzle-solving 
really the same creation, these com- 
puters really “give (our) own creativity 
workout,” the promotional literature 
claims? Doubts remain. There ob- 
vious distinction, difficult define but 
difficult deny, between the combina- 
tional tricks required solve cross- 
word and the combinational genius in- 
volved writing novel. One seems 
matter much more. Any complex aes- 
thetic scientific enterprise involves and 
evokes fierce emotions, fact self-evi- 
dent the lives under review, but 


belied, think, the surface slickness 
and substantive tackiness these com- 
puter pyrotechnics. This creativity 
with nothing stake; real dungeons and 
dragons are notoriously inaccessible 
microprocessing chips.

Perhaps this ex- 
plains why many the artists the 
show are from the avant-garde: they are 
theoreticians, home with technology, 
love with innovation, just the kind 
aesthetic sensibility meeting the require- 
ments dynamic wish- 
ing effectively today’s tech- 
Traditional craftsmen and arti- 
sans, practicing forms that their very 
nature are conservative aim and 
method, are nowhere evidence. There 
perplexing absence writers well. 
told this because the exhibit de- 
signed demonstrate writers, 
course, leave little besides illegible 
notebooks and worn-out erasers mark 
their passing. But I’m unsure why the 
journals Margaret Mead reveal more 
than the journals of, say, Mar- 
garet Atwood. Perhaps writers who are 
almost always solitary, and almost never 
comfortable with technology don’t 
compute into progressive equations. 

Boston’s Museum Science, through 
the splendor its permanent exhibits 
and the generally high quality its tran- 
sient ones, now ranks one the finest 
museums America.

umbert Humbert and Lolita cele- 
brated their silver anniversary 
last year. But their has 
been tarnished, Edward Albee’s 
adaptation Vladimir 1955 
novel, vulgarity, misogyny, intoler- 
able cuteness, and awesome hubris the 
Albee seems scream, “and 
turn into Dean Martin roast want 
cry, since Albee’s rape Lolita 
hideous its more erudite way 
the crass 1962 film and the catastrophic 
1971 musical. fact, Lolita absurd- 
ist sex farce outrageous that one 
entertains the notion Albee pulling the 
famed downy, scuffed leg. 
You probably think I’m joshing about 
the Dean Martin roast, but Lolita opens 
with the introduction suave char- 
acter meant represent the author 
European scholar and nympholept, Hum- 
bert Humbert. Our heavy-breathing hero 
enters tuxedo, takes little razzing, 
and addresses the audience the en- 
twined subjects his past and his sexual 
predilections. Eventually Lolita, the 
person 24-year-old Blanche Baker, 
trundled like one those auxiliary 
bimbos who dress the stage for such 
events. She wearing sweet, very little 
dress with tight, smocked bodice and 
carrying teddy bear; but her thick, 
tawny hair emulates the just-laid look 
popularized Farrah Don- 
ald Sutherland’s Humbert murmurs the 
opening paragraph the novel 
light life, fire loins. sin, 
soul. Lo-lee-ta: the tip the tongue 
taking trip three steps down the 
palate tap, three, the teeth. Lo. 
Lee. Baker’s Lolita scratches her 


leg. Evidently, both characters itch, but 
Humbert claws much more eloquently 
his desires. does the book. 
Albee’s travesty, waxes pithy about 
the 

Sutherland also assisted his open- 
ing monologue pinafored, pig-tailed 
pubertine from the past, the ghost 
first love, Annabel im- 
personated stage-struck eighth- 
grader from upstate New York. Remem- 
bering the long-ago seaside trysts, the 
mimosa grove, the

After 
all, Nabokov could make pristine rite 
out masturbating inside one’s bath- 
robe while rubbing suppreptitiously 
against preteen limbs and crooning (to 
distract their owner), Carmen, 
little His novel draws the 
reader completely into 
world that mock him only when 
mocks himself. Moreover, accept the 
purity that is, the single-mindedness 
his grand, condemnable passion. His 
sexuality does not, does this play, 
elicit smirks embarrassment. But 
Nabokov’s Humbert exceedingly 
artful narrator; are repeatedly made 
aware the disparity between his own 
skewed perceptions and the so-called 
guide his private Inferno, using irony 
protect us, were, from the fire.

Any 
woman whose hips are bigger than her 
waist seems Humbert bit pig, and 
none the women the book blessed 
with much intelligence. (Humbert refers 
his first wife, Valeria, 
puffy, short-legged, big-breasted, and 
practically brainless But there 
just excuse for what Albee has done 
Charlotte, whom Nabokov renders re- 
pulsive Humbert but funny and 
shade pathetic the reader. That Albee 
homosexual concern mine, but 
his repeated depiction women vora- 
cious, jiggling, sexual gorgons forcing 
men service them just offensive. 
This Charlotte, gratingly crude, blim- 
poid her Miss Piggy peignoir, and 
shrewish even her coffin, joke 
far from sensibility (and 
granted, Lolita wickedly funny book) 
the whoopie cushion.

Neil Young sensitivity, Bob Dylan 
polemics, but also wooing hating 
women. and Roll, Part Two” women 
exist: there’s only the music and all-male 
gang shouting its infatuation for rock ‘n’ roll the 
teeth two hooks shuffle bass and drum blasts 
and the sound metal against stucco that re- 
peat and repeat, with little subtlety. The song 
uglier, trashier; it’s mud leather, 
black boots callused feet, and those voices 
shouting their hey-heys are the reverse soulful 
and tender. workmen, athletes, prisoners, 
tough guys all types, and they want you 
know that when they have rock ‘n’ roll they don’t 
need anything else. They also insist you know that 
their worship naked, primitive rock ‘n’ roll 
bonds them, that under the protection rock ‘n’ 
roll noise they can never pried apart. 

Because men alone have future, the enthu- 
siasm and Roll, Part Two” more escha- 
tological than appears: had Glitter’s producer, 
Mike Leander, known what had done rock 
roll, might have created the Sex Pistols. And 
because male bonaing under the spell primitive 
tribal chants one the bases disco, might 
have gone ahead create the Village People. But 
Leander did neither. Having equated the progres- 
sive with the primitive and stripped away every- 
thing between having given rock roll’s nega- 
tive transcendence new force and shape, and 
having demonstrated what disco would later prove 
about the power dance over lyrics Leander 
cynically made Glitter slag his fanatically pure 
rock worship with Beatles You Want 
Touch Larry Williams, Norman Green- 
baum Didn’t Know Loved anything 
fit the Glitter Band into the playlists and concert 
circuits which the big money was made. Even 
and Roll, Part lacks the purity its 
flip side. Glitter sings about Little Queenie the 
high school hop, she whose voice cannot heard 
and whose body cannot felt the men-only 
inner sanctum Part Two. It’s downhill from 
there. The Dolls, the Ramones, and the Sex Pistols 
and their fans looked Glitter’s defensive, 
aggressive, spit-in-the-face rock ‘n’ roll model; 
gay disco-goers easily added their hey-heys the 
Glitter Band’s. And Glitter only inspired the 
future instead making it, how many have 
done even that much?

Anglim bright, well- 
spoken, Yale-educated actor with 
good, resonant voice, clear dic- 
tion, and enough ability have 
wowed the critics The Elephant 
Man. didn’t see that per- 
formance, but let’s nice and 
assume that can act. Why then, 
watching him Macbeth, did 
feel the one thing one should 
ever feel theater: that was 
watching actor recite great 
speeches? Anglim seems have 
missed the most basic point about 
acting Shakespeare: that it’s like 
acting anything else, that the 
character must seem mak- 
ing the words goes along. 
Anglim’s soliloquies are not the 
meditations man whose reach 
exceeds his grasp, and who 
doesn’t let that stop him; they are 
not the broodings king whose 
self-interest war with his 
self-loathing. They are merely 
orations, and each delivered 
with the same unrelenting over- 
emphasis. 

The problem not wrong-
